Calls for Greater Transparency in the Party and Government 

CAIRO EGYPT (November 4, 2007) - In a broad speech covering the economy, 
education and healthcare, The Assistant Secretary of Egypt's National Democratic Party

Egypt's NDP Conference 

Leaders stress the need to invest in a social agenda 

CAIRO, Egypt (November 4, 2007) - With the country enjoying strong economic 
growth, increasing trade, and strengthening investment from home and abroad, delegates 
to the 9 lh General Conference of the National Democratic Party (NDP) set a progressive 
agenda to reinvest the benefits of economic reform into a social justice agenda.

The party is also setting a bold agenda for a broad range of public services, including 
housing, transportation, water resources, and sanitation. 

"Social justice is about development, growth and progress," concluded Chairperson of 
the Committee on Women Hoda Rash ad.

to Stay the Course of Change 

Four-Day Convention Ends With Optimism Moving Egypt Forward Through Reform 

CAIRO, EGYPT (November 6, 2007) - The Ninth Conference of the National Democratic Party 
(NDP) of Egypt ended today with a speech by President Hosni Mubarak. The historic four-day 
convention, held in Cairo, gathered more than 6,700 delegates from across the country and 
covered a wide range of critical issues facing the nation, including democratic reform, national 
security, economic growth and overpopulation.

Throughout the conference, some of most ambitious plenary sessions involved Egypt's energy 
policy and national security. A program was outlined to introduce clean and renewable energy 
resources. NDP officials agreed to begin implementation of a plan to produce 20 percent of the 
country's energy from renewable sources by 2020. The development of several nuclear plants 
was also discussed as a way to diversify Egypt's energy production and consumption. 
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"We refuse any interference in our internal affairs. We will protect Egypt's stability and national 
security and will not hesitate to erect peaceful nuclear power plants to fulfill Egypt's needs. We 
will protect the interests of the people of Egypt wherever they are found." 

President Mubarak concluded by making note of the tremendous progress and reforms 
that were made during the conference and by the party during the past five years. 

"I urge you to carry this message of our party to all of those who were not able to attend 
the conference. Our determination and presence has been tested repeatedly. We have 
many hopes and ambitions and we believe our abilities will help us move Egypt 
forward."
